Williams of Lawton Mould Regulate* 
Time by Law. 
Guthrie, Ok., March 5.—Representa­ 
tive J. Roy Williams of Lawton has 
introduc-d a measure providing a uni­ 
form eight-hour employment law for 
females and prescribing fines of from 
$10 to $25 for violations by employ­ 
ers. The law covers women in offices, 
mercantile and mechanical establish­ 
ments, telephone 
exchanges, 
hotels 
and restaurants. Two measures have 
been introduced by Representative W. 
A. Durant to prevent corporations own 
ing interests in each other. No hank 
may be designated a depository for 
state funds a majority of whose stock 
is owned 
by 
another 
corporation, 
either foreign or domestic, 
and 
no 
bank 25 per cent of whose stock Is 
thus controlled will be entitled to the 
benefits of the state guaranty deposit 
law. 
Under the provisions of Durant’s 
second bill, the ownership of the cap- 
ital stock of any corporation doing 
business in the state by an corpora­ 
tion is forbidden. 
All 
corporations 
must keep offices in the state and 
file semi-annual statements with th* 
corporation commission.

I *an buffalo. and Presently bring it to 
bear in such a manner that it will re­ 
sult in the governments of both 
the 
United States and Canada taking ac­ 
tive measures to insure that animal's 
preservation and increase. 
‘The officers of the society are pre­ 
pared to do the work incidental to 
this campaign, but, in order that this 
work may be carried on promptly and 
vigorously, they must have the sup­ 
port of those whom they believe to 
be in sympathy with them.

Payment 
will be made by a special agent who 
will probably travel from itown to 
town. 


The big million dollar payment made

The following Is an extract from an 


address Issued by the society: 


"The American bison or buffalo, our 


grandest native animal. Is in«grave 
danger of becoming extinct, and it is 
the duty of the people of to-day to 
preserve for future generations this 
picturesque wild creature, which has 
played so conspicuous a part in the 
history of America. We owe it to our 
descendants that ait possible 
effort 


shall now be made looking to the per- 
petual increase and 
preservation of 


this noble animal, whose passing must 
otherwise soon be a matter of uni- 
versal and lasting regret. 


"It is conceded, particularly by all 


authorities, that, owing to the uncer- 
tainties of human life and the changes 
in fortune and in policy among pri- 
vate Individuals and private corpora- 
tions, the buffalo cannot be perpetu- 
ated for centuries, and preserved from 
ultimate extinction, save under 
gov- 


ernment auspices. At present nearly 
all the buffaloes in the United States 
are in private hands, and with few 


exceptions are for sftle to anyone of- 
fering a reasonable price. Many are 
sold every year, some for propagating 
purposes, and others to the butcher 
and the taxidermist. Moreover, most 
of them are in a few comparatively 
large herds, and should 
contagious 


disease at any time strike one of

otments.

Koh-pey 
is the only full blood Osage graduate 
of Carlisle, while Pryor is a full blood 
Haskell institute graduate. 
Both are 


now in the government service as In- 
terpreters. 


Black Dog Is perhaps the most con- 


spicuous of Osage Indians. Among 
the whites he is regarded as the 
statesman of the tribe, and he was se- 
lected by the Indian department 


commission. ' He was a confederate 
soldier, participating in many battles, 
but no soldier of the southern armies 
was ever more thoroughly reconstruct- 
ed. 


The mixed bloods of the tribe and 


many of tbe squaw men are favoring 
tbe removal of restrictions. 
Especial- 


ly the squaw men In selecting the land 
allotments for their families took a 
great portion of It in the oil and gaa 
fields, expecting to'get the restrictions 
removed and then benefit by owning 
these valuable mineral tracts. 


In addition to 
the 
Osages, 
the 


Cbeyennes will also send a 
strong 


delegation to Washington in the near 
future, with Paul Boynton, a Carlisle 
graduate, as interpreter. Chief Washes 
of the Cheyennes is selecting a num- 
ber of prominent tribesmen to 
ac- 


company him on the trip, together 
with several Arapahoe chiefs. 


They are after a division of tribal 


funds. 
Boynton Is one of the best 


known among the younger Cheyennes. 
Recently he secured a certificate of 
competency from the Indian depart- 
ment) at Washington and sold a valu- 
able tract of land, adjoining the city 
of El Reno, to Lieut. Gov. George Wi 
Bellamy for $60,000.
